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On September 9, 1962, when William G. 
Enloe first opened its doors to students, no 
one knew quite what to expect. The feel- 
ings of the students varied. Many were 
eager, several resented having to attend 
Enloe, and some were “indifferent.” Only 
time- would tell whether Enloe High wculd 
be a success or a failure. 


So Enloe was changed by students from an 
empty building to an educational commu- 
nity. Still Enloe High School was only a 
name given to a building where students 
attended classes. These students were still 
individuals with individual goals and am- 
bitions. 


A spark of school siprit was ignited by the 
success of the football team which was un- 
defeated in its first year. 





Student ambitions began to reach onward 
and upward toward higher and higher goals. 
Traditions were set for following years. In 
this first year, thirteen clubs were chartered. 
Among these Amici Scaenae presented an 
overwhelmingly successful play. The music 
department presented outstanding programs. 
The Mixed Chorus and Ensemble received 

a superior rating in the State Music Contest. 
The school paper received a medalist, the 
highest possible award at the Columbia 
Scholastic Press Association in New York. 
Of all our victories, perhaps the most im- 
portant was the accreditation of Enloe in 

its first year, a success few other schools 
can claim. 


As we met success after success, the spark 
of enthusiasm was fanned into a hardy 
flame. On the following pages the staff 
of QUOTANNIS has endeavored to record 
the events which were prominent in the 
development of Enloe from an empty shell 
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every new high school. As we leave high 
school and step into the future, behind us 
are many memories. In this book are some 
of the most cherished - for these are the 
memories of Enloe High in its beginning.
